first  settlers  in  that  re/^ion  were  largely  from  the  Southern 
Stales  M'here  ('onij;]vg:iti<)Jiiilisin  h.id  no  fooihold.  liiil 
what  is  strange,  is  tliis;  tiiat  witli  llic  exception  of  tliis 
ininu'diate  reiiion,  and  in  eont I'asl  with  it,  in  tlie  ceidrai 
and  n(jthern  i)arts  of  tiie  State  setth'd  mostly  by  iinini- 
u;rants  from  New  KngLand,  th(.' very  luvc  of  ('on^iega- 
tionalists,  at  the  tirst,  Imt  few  ( '(»ni;i-('gal  ional  Ciini-ehes 
were  organi/fMl,  and   these  enconntere<l    much  opjxisil  ion. 

In  tlie  early  setth'nient  of  Illinois,  it  was  assumed 
that  under  the  •'I'lan  of  Tnion  "  wt  1801,  there  N\as  n.» 
«M  I  a^inii  lor  oruani/.inu  ( 'oni.':reL;at  ituial  Churches  since  the 
I'reshyU'rian  cluu'ches  could  bet  ter  su|)i)ly  all  I  he  needs  of 
C'ongicual  ional  inunigranls.  ,Morco\erii  was  ui\i:<(l  that 
the  Congregational  l)oliry  Avhich  was  good  for  New 
JMigland  was  not  ada|)ted  to  the  heterogeneous  population 
of  the  west.  This  idea  was  fostered  in  (In-  Theological 
Seminaries  of  the  east,  so  that  nearly  all  the,  jninislers 
who  eame  to  Illinois  directly  from  New  l^^ngland  churehes, 
<ujlleges,  and  Theological  Seminaries,  up(Mi  arriving  in 
the  State,  enlisted  uihlerlhe  l)aniiers  of  another  denomi- 
nation and  organized,  laigely  out  of  Congregational 
material,  ri'eshyterian  chui'clies.  The  American  Home 
JMissionary  Society,  through  Congi-egational  agents  oji  the 
tield,  encouraged  this.  Hence  it  was  that  until  1851. 
four  years  after  1  ('autc  to  ihis  Slate,  there  was  not  a  Con- 
giegational  ("hurch  in  Chicago,  where  now  there  are  forty- 
ii\'e,  and  I  Ihiid'i  not  one  in  Cook  county,  where  now  there 
ar('  hut  about   se\  enty,  yet  there  were  residing  there  hun- 
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(Ircds  who  vnuw.  witli  Icllcirs  i'roiii  eastern  (.'ongrc^at ioiial 
Cliuri'lies.  Constant  clVorts  vscrc  inmlc  to  thow  <liscrc(lit 
upon  western  (^ongregiitional  ('hnrclies  and  ministers  as 
radicals,  as  unsound  in  llic  t'aitli,  as  unworthy  tiic  Iclhiw- 
sln[)  ot"  easte'rn  ehurclies.  Happily  t  his  has  now  cnl  ii'el\' 
changed.  'I'he  /itjht  U>  organi/e  ( 'ongregal  icnnd  C'hurclics 
in  the  west  is  un((uest  ioned,  and  they  are  recogni/ed  as  on 
an  ('(pud  footing  with  the  best  in  the  country.

('ongrcizational  (Miurch  planlcd  in  Illinois.  'I'hosi'  of 
Mcndon,  Napcrvillc  and  ,laclv.son\  illc  w  ere  oi-gani/cd  1  he 
same  year,  m  IS")o.  'idie  lirsi  ihurcii  of  ()uin(y  w  a.^  es 
tahiished  as  a  I'reshy terian  church  in  hs;5 1 ,  and  1»ecame 
Congi-egational  in  \K\'A.  Tlie  church  at  I'rinccton  s\as 
organized  in  I'rincelon,  iMa^s.,  in  Is;!!,  and  rem(»\cd  in  a 
body  to  this  Stale  the  same  )ear. 

As  hite  as  1S44,  wdien  the  Menei'al  Association  of  Ill- 
inois, was  organized,  thei-e  w  ere  ('iily  two  local  associations 
in  ihe  State,  v  iz  ,  the  Jllinoib  Association  in  the  central 
part  of  the  State,  and  the  l''o\  Iviver  Union  in  the  northern, 
both  oi-g;inized  nine  years  before.  The  latter,  which  ,in- 
elud(;d  wiihin  its  bounds  the  l''o\  Kiver  Valley,  \\as  or 
gani/i'd  at  JJig  (irove,  ,Iiine  ll~),  lH;^'j,  two  ministe]-s  and 
four  delegaies  from  the  i  liurches  t)eing  present.  In  iS-t^', 
thei'c  wvvc  include(l  within  its  lt(»un(ls  eightecji  churches 
and  thiileen  ministers  with  an  enrolled  membershii)  of 
si.\  iiundred  and  si\l  \-  ti\c. 
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In  185'2,  wlion  t]\o.  Union  was  dividcul  it  Inul  forlylive. 
rhurclics  with  a  inoinbor.sliiit  of  !>Jl(ir),  and  tliiity-two 
ininislcrs. 

August  ^],  1H52,  by  nmtiial  a/^reement,  sixteen 
churches  and  eleven  ministers  were  set  oil"  as  the  {{llgin 
Association,  all  located  in  what  jiroperly  may  l)e  called 
the  Fox  Kiver  Valley.  ^i'he  luimes  of  these  sixteeti 
chui-ches  were  Algoiujiiin,  15alavia,  ('rystal  Lake,  Dun- 
♦  iee,  Mlgin,  Elk  Grove,  Fairfield,  Fox  Lake,  (Jeneva, 
Middlesex,  Millhurn,  .Alunroe,  Pleasant  (irove,  St. Charles, 
Sviauiore  and  I'dina;  to  which  were  added  at  the  time, 
IJarrington  and  Hunt  ley  ( iro\  e,  m;iking  eighteen  in  all, 
'The  nanu's,  even,  ot  some  of  these  churches  are  (hjubtless 
unfanuliar  to  the  younger  m(!nd)ers  ol"  the  club.  'I'lic}' 
all  had  an  existence,  ))ut  seven  of  them  have  ceased  to 
exist. 

'JMie  names   of  the  thirteen  ministers   who  were  the

Chap- 
man, P.  C.  Bristol,  .b  Town,  K.  11  Wells  and  P.  Whiting, 
w  ho  wei'(;  located  in  the  Vox  Piver  Valley,  and   were  eon- 
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iicctcd  with  llic  Fox  Kivcr  Union,  at  the  liiiioor  tiic  di- 
vision, of  whom  only  two  arc  living,  \i/.,  lUtv.  M.  K. 
Wiiittlescy,  1>.  IX,  and  licv.  G.   li.  JIuhhard. 

jMy  n;c'oll(;c.t ions  of  these  ministers  and  clnirciifS  v:o 
hack  to  the  fall  of  1817,  when  I  l)e<j,an  my  mitnslry  at  St. 
Oharles,  and  where  my  pastorate;  continued  for  o\(M' 
twcdvc  years.  1  recall  with  ,u;rateful  ])leasure  my  ndnis- 
tei'ial  fellowshij)  with  all  the  ahove  nanu'd  hretlircn  and 
v\'ith  scores  of  others,  who  in  later  yeai's  as  their  suc- 
cessors on  tlie  lield,  {,'ntered  into  their  lahors.  (lladly 
uouid  1  |>a\  mv  tribute  of  rei^ard  lo  each  of  these  ile.ir 
brethren,  but  ihe  time  will  allow  ol'  only  a  brief  reference 
to  a  few  of  the  number. 

The  najuc  that  stands  out  most  |)rominent  timon^' 
tliese  is  that  of  Nathaniel  V.  Clark,  the  ])atriarch  of  ('(»n- 
.i2,'re,uational  ministers  in  tin'  Vox  Kiver  Valley.  To  no  one 
do  the  churches  of  this  \all''y  o\\  t,^  a  larii,-er  debt  of  grati 
tude  than  to  this  devoted,  fait hf id,  and  successful  jjioneer, 
Home  Missionary  and  pastor.  He  caine  from  Vermont  to 
Illinois  in  ISa;),  conunissioned  by  the  American  Jlome 
Missionai'y  Society,  and  was  liist  located  for  a  few  months 
upon  the  Dupage.  He  atterwai'ds  su|)plied  for  a  time  tlie 
churehes  of  IJig-  Woods,  St.  (Uiarles,  Elgin,  Dundee  and 
IJdina,  all  of  wdnch  churches  he  organi/eil.  Jiut  his  life 
work  was  maiidy  as  pastor  of  the  churcii  at  Elgin.  Feli- 
ruary  15,  IS'M'},  he  tirst  visited  the  place  on  a  Missionary 
tour  through  this  regi<ni.  Again  he  visited  the  i)lace  on 
the    12th   of   May  the   same  year,  \vlien   he   (jrgani/cd   the 
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cliurcli,  iind  a.uaiii  ,1  iily  'il)l  li  when  lie  pi'c.'icIkmI  iiihI  ml 
iiiiiiistcrcd  tlic  lirsi  CDiiiiiiiiiiioii  Id  iIk-  clinic  )i,  ;iim1  on  llir 
(irst  S:il)li;ilh  ol'  Si'iitciiihci',  l.s:5(,  (■oihiiiciicimI  hi-,  rr-iilar 
labor.-:,  as  pastdi',  j)r(acliiii,lj  linri;  one  hall  the  liiiii',  and 
Ihc  othci-  hall'  at  SI.  Chailcs,  u  Ik  ic  lie  1  Ikmi  ic^idcd.  On 
lli(-  oOt.h  ol'  Oclohc.i-,  Im;!!),  Jic  was  r(,-,ijiilarly  inslallcd. 
No  1)1-1 1('|-  (;\idcnc('  can  he,  preseiiled  of  the  cslcein  in 
which  Ik;  was  held  l.y  his  i)eo])le  than  the  fact  that  he 
was  twice  at'lerwards  iccallcd  to  that  sann;  [laNtoratc,  ha\ 
inii,'  la-tii'cd  I'oi'  a  season  on  acceiim  ot    ill  health. 

lie  would  not  perhaps  he  le-aided  as  ahiilliant  and 
p()p\ilar  [iieat  Ikt,  yet  he  was  in  the  lie.sl  sense  Inhlical  and 
ins!  nicl  i\a!.

:i  ])eace  inakei',  yet  was  he  linn  and  deeitled  wiiere  princi- 
ple was  at  stake.  I  recall  his  l)eiiiii,iiant  face;  as  he  wciil 
ahoul,  shepherdiiiii,'  ids  lloi'k,  lo\(.'d  and  honored  ol'  all,  a 
wise  counselor,  a  tru(;aiid  steadfast  friend,  unselfish,  un 
worldly,  spiritually  minded  lie  was  Iriil)-  a  man  of 
Ood,  like  Nathaniel  of  old  without  uidle.  To  me  he  was 
a  much  lo\cd  personal  frictnl  wilh  whom  1  took  swe^i 
counsel  and  had  deli-htful  fellowship,  lie  rests  from  his 
labor,  l)ut  his  UK'Hioiy  is  a  precious  inheritance,  and  his 
works  will  alndc;  as  lonu  as  the  c  hurches  of  Fo\  lvi\(r 
N'alley  which  Ik;  plaided  and  fostered  e\isl. 

W  it  li  pleasure  do  1  recall  1  he  names  of  those;  a\  ho  were 
associated  with  him,  or  were  his  successors  in  the  pastor- 
ale of  tlie  KlL'in  chui'ch.      Kicks,  and  Starr,  and  Iladyoke, 
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niid  Cook,  and  OxnanI,  not  toiu(;ntioii  those  of  a  latrr 
(late,  Dickinson,  Hill,  and  Hall.  I'.ul  ihe  nu-ic  mention  of 
Mieir  names  is  all  tiial  the  time  will  allow. 

or  one  more  i  must  speak.  l<';itlier  l)o(ln(.,  of  jMill- 
l)Ui'n.  Il(;  was  on(M)f  t  he  sauilliest  ni(;n  1  have  e\('i"  know  n. 
His  hoar\'  head  \\as  a  crown  of  glory  to  him  Humble  as 
a  child,  lie  )'(•(  was  a  man  of  no  mean  ahilil}'  and  attain 
menls.  Like  l^]noeli  of  old,  he  walked  with  (Jod.  and  is 
nol,  for  (Jod  has  taken  him  to   llim^df. 

^\'hen  an  (.Id  man  he  came  fi-(.m  Salem,  .Mass.,  to  111 
inois  In  make  a  houkc  and  end  his  days  l\ii'  lhii-|\'  ye;iis 
he  had  heeii  a  Icaclier  of  note  in  ihal  city,  and  durinu- 
mosi  of  the  time  as  a  la)  ininisler,  he  had  pleached  reg- 
ularly to  the  iiunatcs  of  the  l\)i)i-  House,  r(;i;anling  them 
as  his  s[>ecial  spii'itual  charge.  He  had  the  spirit,  of  Hie 
Masler,  and  l)y  him,  to  the  lilerally  poor,  the  gosjiid  was 
l)reached  without  money  and  without  ])rice.  Coming  to 
Millhurn,  a  snndl  settlement  in  Lake  county,  and  seeing 
the  (lest  it  ut  ion  ai-ouiid  him,  with  n(»  shepherd  to  care  for 
the  scattered  sheep.  In.-  m;i|)ped  out  ;t  di^lrict  ten  miles  in 
extent,  and  wdth  his  hoise  and  huggy  and  note  book  in 
hand  visited  every  I'andly  in  that  district,  and  if  he  found 
that  they  were  n(jl  enrolled  in  any  churth,  as  most  of  ihcm 
were  not,  heentcre(l  tiieir  names  in  Ids  book  as  his  i)arish- 
oners.  and  invited  them  to  lome  to  the  < 'enter  and  hear 
him  ])reach.  He  was  suj)eriidendent  of  {he  Sabbath 
school,  widcli  he  established,  and  e\a'ry  mtanber  of  liis 
congregaiion,    }'oung  and   old,    maJe  and    female  was  en 
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rolled  as  traoher  or  scliolar.  He  always  ixiporttnl  his  Sun- 
day school  as  iuiinl)erin<^"  th(!  same  as  his  i-on^ri-gation. 
At  the  meetings  of  miv  Association  lie  was  always  greeted 
with  a  hearty  welcome;  and  those  who  heai'd  him  will  not 
forget  tiie  sweetness  and  tenderness  of  his  a(hlresses  and 
jjrayers  when  he  ndnist(Med  at  IIk!  Commnnion  tabh; 
Like  th(!  loved  and  loving  John  h(i  seemed  to  leai»  njion 
tiie  breast  of  -hisus  anil  c.deh  ins[)irat  ii»n   from  him. 

He  served  (rod  in  his  (hiy  and  generation  with  a 
fidelity  sehhun  e([iialeil,  and  \\hen,  in  gooil  old  ULii',  he 
resleii  from  his  lal»ors,  he  doululess  ri'eei\i'd  fi'nm  the 
Master  the  welcome  plandit,  "  \\ CIl  done  good  and  faith- 
ful servant  enlei'  Ihoii  into  tin- joy  of  thy  Lord."  The 
inenu)ry  of  the  just  ib  l)lessed. 

Oladly  w^oidd  I  pay  atributi;  of  grat(d'ul  remembrance 
to  all  the  Ijrethren  with  whom  I  was  privileged  to  be  as- 
sociated ill  the  Fox  l\iver  Vall(;y,  and  especially  to  those 
who  were  located  here  when  1  came  to  St.  Charles  in  1847. 
Farnham  at  Jiatavia,  Parsons  at  Aurora,  Wellsat  Dundee, 
Brown  at Naperviile,  l^arkeral  liloominglon,  ]>eardsley,  at 
Bristol,  and  oliiers  whoat  a  later  date  iilled  {pastorates  in  this 
Valley,  as  Peet,  ilmlson,  (iore,  etc.  Anil  not  less  worthy 
of  mention  are  Houm  of  the  i)rominent  laymen  in  these 
churtdies,  whose  sacrilices  and  generous  self-denying 
labors  ill  [ilanting  and  suslaiidng  them  ^vere  most  praise- 
worthy; as  also  the  noble  hearted  ministers'  wives,  ecpial 
bearers  with  them  of  the  burdens  borne  in  iiioneer  Mis- 
si(jnary  life;  and   the  wise  hearted  devoted  tsisters   in   the 
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chiirclii-s  w'liosc  co-oix-rat  ion  was  essential  {(>  the  .success 
scciii'cd.  iJiil  yolir  jtaliciicc  would  he  cxiiauslcd  hyllic 
altcuipt  1()  d(j  justice  to  tli<;ir  liU'Uiorics. 

It,  would  re(juire  a  volunu^  to  CN'en  sketch  1  Ik;  e.aily 
history  of  the  ( 'ouu  iciial  ioual  Cliurches  oT  this  \'alley. 

As  I  lia\'e  said,  llu;  lirst  one  or^aui/ed  was  that  in  the 
vicinity  of  Naperville,  in  is;}:;,  l)y  \irv.  N.  ('.  Clark.  Kev. 
Hope  Krown  was  its  [laslor  when  J  came  herein  IS  17,  and 
under  his  ministration  tin;  church  probahl)'  reached  its 
iii'jhe-t    iiro-^iMrii). 

An  incidi'iil  of  iiiM  r.sl  a'-  illusi  la  I  in  u'  t  he  condii  ion  of 
thin-sat  that  lime  1  hearti  I  rom  the  lips  wf  .Mr.  Urown; 
Col.  Nai»ier,  after  whom  the.  lowji  was  nanu-d,  \\'as  (h- 
lei-mined  that  thei'c  should  he  lU)  churches  planted  in  the 
\'illai;e.  lie  said  thai  he  wanted  to  show  that  a  ])rosper- 
ous  lown  could  be  built  u[)  without  their  aid.  The  vill 
aii'e  did  not  jtrospcr.  l''amilies  of  immiuraiils  from  the 
east  came  there,  iuipnre*!  about  the  churches,  found  none. 
It  was  lU)  place  lor  llnin  in  which  lo  biini^  up  IIk  ir  chil 
dren.  They  jtassed  on  lo  Auriji'a,  llatavla  and  the  ret;'ions 
be\()nd.  It  wa^only  I  he  class  w  ho  cared  not  for  i(liu,ious 
|tri\ileu-es  thai  were  allraeled  thei'i-.  F(U'  several  \ears 
Ihci-e  was  no  t  hurch  building  in  thij  place.  Hut  duiin^- 
t  h(*  absence  of  Col.  >sapiei- in  the  Mexican  war,  under  the 
leadership  of  I\l  r.  Ibown,  a  church  liuildinu,-  was  creeled 
on  a  beauiiful,  sightly  location  in  the  center  of  the  \ill 
iii^v...  On  the  Cohmel's  rctui'n  from  Mexico  in  1S47,  meel- 
ini^-  ]\Ii-.   Hrown   on   ihr   street,  he  said    to   him,   "What  do 
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you  lliiiil<  L!,i\i'S  iiic  iiiosi  plcnsiirc  oT  all  llic  cliain'cs  made 
liiTc  in  111}  absciiccY  H  is  the  luiildin^-  of  tliat  cliurcli 
yonder  upon  \\n;  hill;  lor  I  am  now  salislicd  that,  wc  can 
not  have  ;i  prosperous  town  in  the  al)se]ic(!  of  reli'^ioiis 
iiisl  ii  ut  ions.  "  A  most  siiiiiili(  ant  lestimoii\  I'l-oin  a  Inisi 
ness  niaii,  not,  a  (.■hiisliaii,  lothe\alue  of  the  ('hri-tiaii 
(  liureii. 

Tiie  eliiireh  at  I ial  a  \  ia  was  (»|-iia  iii/eil  in  1  s;;r> ;  t  liese  of 
i:i,!4iii  and  l5ri..|ol  in  is;5(;;  ihat  of  St,  (diaries,  Maivl,  1,  js;;?, 
tlu'  same  (hi\'  that  Alai'liii  \'an  I'.un-n  was  inan  uuiat*  1 1 
l're>id(  111  ol  the  I  niied  Males;  iinl  ot  Aurora  in  I  .s:;s  ;  i  hoM' 
of  i)llaw.i  and  Li.shon  in  JN;11I;  of  Syeaiiiore  in  lSli>;  nun- 
dee  and  Millhurn  in  IS  1 1  ;  C 'rysial  Lake  in  IS  I'J  ;  Newark 
and  riainliehi  in  iSDi;  ( )swe,a:o  in  IS  Hi;  I'dina  in  1S|S; 
(lenevii  in  lsli>;  Sandwich  and  'ruriierin  iSoO.  ScNcral 
ol  llutse  liav(;  c(deliraied  their  semi  (■enlcnnial,  and  you 
hu\(!  heen  made  fully  accpiaiiilcd  with  their  history. 

Tliei'e  was  an  ei)isode  in  liie  liislory  of  the  r)ala\'i,i 
church  the  .yciir  that  1  eame  to  llliiu/is  .d'  much  interest  to 
me,  and  illust rat  i\ f  of  the  condilion  of  tilings  in  many  of 
these  (•hur<dies  af  that  piriod  wlien  the  anli  shi\cry  con 
test  was  at  its  ]ieiii,hl,  and  there  was  much  strife  o\er  Old. 
Missionary  Hoards  and  Xew  Missioiiaiy  i>oards.  Dr. 
Ijascom,  know  in l;'  I  hat  1  ^\  as  eomini;'  to  Illinois,  ^\■anled  me 
to  12,0  to  l>aia\ia,  a.s  they  were  siudsiii^-  a  pastor,  sa\inu 
that  it-  was  one  of  tlu,'  most  iii\iliiiii-  ehuridies  in  tiie 
northern  pari  of  the  Stale,  hut  lhe>  had  been  «:reatly 
divided  on  the  antislaveiy  (pu'slion.      'riiere  were  stroni^- 
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ra(li(;al.s  and  strong-  conscM-vativcs  in  the  ohurcli,  and  each 
party  wuiiUmI  a  minislor  who  represented  tlieir  views,  it 
li'id  heeouKi  a  seH'-siippoi'tiii'^  ehiiicii  payin<4-  a  sahir>  of 
•H^lOO  a  yeai-,  whi<-li  was  ahout  the  maxiiiiiini  salary  paid 
at  tliat  time. 

Finally,  to  settle  dittienlties,  they  a^^reed  to  siibseril)e 
the  salary  and  stmd  to  Andover  Si^ninary  lor  a  minister, 
I»ledf4'in>,'-  tliemselves  to  aceept  an}'  man  that  Pi-ol'essors 
Wood,  Stiiail,  and  Edwards  shoidd  si-ndthem.  asking-  no 
(piehtions  wliether  lie  was  old  scliool  or  new  st-hooh  [no- 
slavery  or  ant i-shivery.  'I'hr  [nofessors  sflectcd  Ui'V.  ('. 
('nshin'^^  who  had  l)een  a  ehiss-mate  of  nune  tor  six  yeai-s 
in  eolh^^e  and  seminai-y.  He  came  with  his  bride,  we 
both  ari-iviiiL?-  in  (Jhiea^-o  the  same  week,  and  his  first 
Sal)l)ath  at  liatavia  was  my  hrst  Sabbath  at  St.  CUiark-s. 
His  eoniinj^-  at  that  time,  shnt  tlie  door  aj^ainst  my  ^'oinLC 
to  Batavia,  as  I  )r.  liaseom  had  plamied,  and  tlius,  Piovi- 
dentially,  changed  the;  intended  course  of  my  ])astoral 
lifcs  nnu'h  for  the  better,  as  i  afterwards  saw  it.  i\]r. 
Cushin;^'s  pastorat.e  at  Jiatavia  was  less  than  one  week. 
Althonj^h  a('i'(;ptalile  to  the  ]jeople,  he  declined  to  remain 
and  tlu^  next  Tuesday  he  ami  his  wife  Avere  in  Chiea<40, 
with  thc^ir  ^^oods  on  their  way  back  to  Boston. 

He  was  succeeded  Ijy  Ilev.  L.  Farnham,  who  came  to 
Illinois  ahont  the  tune  of  the  "Yale  Band,"  who  founded 
Illinois  Oollejue  at  Jacksonville.  He  Avas  a  ^odly  man,  of 
marked  ability,  with  whom  as  my  nearest  ministerial 
nei^^hbor  T  had  delij^htful  anil  profitable  nnnisterial  fel-

lowsliif),  \mi  who  had  tliis  pccnh'ar  liahit  of  rnirnl,  lliat 
\vh(>n  aiiyt  hill'-;'  was  |)i-o|)os('(l  la-  iuiiu'jdiati'ly  Ih-^mh  to 
ii)(|iiii-o  what  ohjiu-lious  IIkmo  ss'cic  to  it.  I]<^  alwa>s  saw 
tli(^  (lark  side  of  tilings.  \h:  Bascom  said  of  him:  li(^ 
loV('(|  lii'o.  I'arnhaiii,  ^tx'ally  enjoyed  Ids  fiicndship,  hut  he 
was  sueh  an  ol»jeet(tf  thai  he  did  not  want  to  he  in  llu; 
.same,  |)res])ytery  oi-  association  w  il  h  him. 

I  cannot  speak  of  the  early  history  of  the  St.  Charles 
ehnrch,  which  was  my  lirst  and  onl\-  ))aslorate,  without 
niakinii-  more  piondncnt  than  1  desire  ni)  own  pergonal 
i-clalions  toil. 

The  ehnrch  was  or'^ani/cd,  as  1  have,  said,  ii\  IS;!?,  liy 
Kev.  N.  V.  Clark,  who  was  its  lirst  pastor,  and  under  his 
nuiiisl  rations  and  thos(M)f  Itin'.  Lucius  l<'oote,  was  [)i-os 
pcrous.  The  villai!,-e  of  SOO  inha))itants  when  1  wi'nt 
thei'e,  and  with  a  thriving'  fanning  eonumudty  arouinl  it, 
was  one  (»f  the  most  prorinsing  in  the;  Fo.v  Ixiver  valley. 
In  18-io  and  1844  (he  walls  of  ilie  present,  (4iun4i  buildin-- 
were  carried  up,  the  roof  Avas  \)\i\  on,  and  a  i)ar(  of  the 
hasemeid,  finished  for  oce\ij)ani:y.  4'hen  came  a  period  of 
sad  experiences.  Divisions  arose,  (4iur(h  trials  wei'c  lunl, 
friends  were  S(![)arated  and  end)illered,  prater  meet  ings 
wei'e  gi\'eii  up,  the  Sunday  s(4iool  was  reduced  lo  a  frac- 
tion, the  work  upon  the  chuiu  h  tuiilding  ceaseil,  llu;  (piai- 
rels  in  tlie  i  hun  h  alienated  the  oulside  connnunity,  the 
trord)les  were  can-ied  to  the  h\)\  Ki\er  I'ldon,  they  were 
without    a    pa-^tor,  the   congn-gal  ion    was  \ei-y   small,  ami  I 

for  months  the  Lord  s  supi»ei'  had   not  hecn  admiinstered.  \ 
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One  of  the  (Icncdiis,  ;is  lie  lold  iiic,  li;i<l  IfCCMiiic  so  ili> 
lic'irli'iicil  t  lial  hr  i'\cii  |)n>|)Msc(|  llu'  (li,■^ll;llll|lll(■llt  ot  Ih 
cliiuvli. 


Siicli  wastlic  cojidilioii  of  t  hin.Lis  in  llic  fall  of  ls|7. 
At  that  lime  Dr.  l)ascoiii,  willi  whom  I  was  sia\iiii;-  in 
(Miicai;(>,  n'cci\'cd  a  rccjiu'sl  to  scimI  tluina  iniiiislci\  llic 
caiiditlali*  wiio  had  lici'ii  liicn'  dcrliinii^  to  slay  on  account 
of  lIu!  hopeless  condition  (d'  things.  TakinL^  inc  in  lii> 
l)ii-,-y,  \M'  di-ovc  the  lirsl  da.y  lo  i'dooinin,-il;ilc  to  attend 
the  installation  of  Kev.  !,.  I 'aiker  over  tin-  (huich  thei.. 
W  t'  in(  t  eiuht  or  tin  nnni^ter,>  iheie  tfoni  (he  norihtin 
part  of  t  lie  \  aUey  who  in(|uiied  \s  here  I  was^oini;.  I  >.iiil 
lo  ,St.  Charles.  They  replied  that  the)-  were  soiry  t  o  ha\  c 
a  younu,'  man  i^o  there,  as  it-  was  the  most  dillicnli  and 
tliscoHra^ini;'  held  within  their  hounds.  The  (  hurch  ^\a^ 
relit  with  di\isions  and  its  future  doiditful.  The  ne\l 
cveiiiny,'  we  came  lit  St.  Charles,  and  in  the  morninij,-,  on 
our  wa}'  to  Aurora  to  attend  the  installation  of  lie\. 
Wdlliam  Parsons  as  pasloi'  of  the  fii'st:  chuicdi,  we  rode 
around  t  he  unHidshed  church  huildinii'.  its  broken  win- 
dows, unconi|deted  audience  riKMu,  uni)aiiilnl  t'Upola,  and 
the  ii,eneral  dila [tidal ion,  fruiii  the  abandonment  of  the 
\\'ork  upon  it  lor  t  wo  or  three  years,  prcsentc'd  anything!- 
hill  an  inviliiiL;'  appeai-anee.  The  brethren  that  we  met  ai 
the  Aurora  council  conlirmed  all  that  had  been  told  us  of 
t  h(!  unpromisinii,' condition  of  the  St.  Charles  ehuich  and 
aiKised  aiiain-.!  ni)'  l^oIu'j'  ilnre,  Ibit  havinL!'  |.ri-nii-(d 
to  spend  a  Sabfiat  h    with    ihem,   1   returned   anil    preai  la  d 
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Ihclirsl  (lay  to  a  cougrc^alioii  of  ahoiit  tliirly.  At  llie 
close  ot  IIk,'  scrvicL'  a  incetiii^-  ^^■a.s  lu-kl  and  I  was  iiisilcd 
to  rc'inaiu  as  ]»astoi'.  'Vlw.  coiidilioii  of  things  did  not  look 
liopcfni,  but  J  agreed  to  rciiiaiu  aiiollicr  Sabbath  and  con 
sidcr  the  invitation.  The  next  Sal)batli  the  congregation 
was  about  tlu;  same.  i\lan>-  in  the  comniunity  sto(Ml  aloof, 
some  saying  that  they  would  never  attend  service  there 
AN'hile  certain  men  wcj'e  retained  in  the  church  ami  that  no 
decent  ndnister  would  consent  to  be  t heir  jtastor.  Vet 
there  ^\'cre  at  the  time  sonu;  as  good,  faithful  souls  in  that, 
chur(  h  a•^ever  li\ed  At  lh(>  iIom-  o\'  the  second  Sabtiath's  ■ 
si  r\  ices  the  in\italion  to  llie  pa.storate  was  renewed. 
iUnsd  Deacon  N\ilco\  plead  with  mt;  earnest  1}  to  remain 
with  them.  1  had  then  in  m}'  hands  an  imitation  to  the 
pastorate  of  the  self-sui)|)orting'  Congregational  (Minn  h 
in  Ann  Arbor,  jMich.,  but  1  said  that  I  came  west  to  seek 
A  home  ndssionary  field.  AVell,  re[)lied  the  deacon,  if  you 
have  come  to  lind  a  ndssionary  held  you  can't  hnd  one 
that  is  more  nnssionai'y  than  this  in  all  the  west.  1  replied 
if  tliat  is  so  I  will  rciinain  I  did  mtt  then  know  the  full 
extent  of  the  prejndices  which  existed,  and  was  disa})- 
])ointed  that  for  a  fewwceks  the  ,Sid>balh  congi'egations 
did  not  essentially  increase.  'I'Ik!  community  still  stood 
aloof  until  two  singular  Trovidcnces  turned  the  scale, 

There  was  one  man  in  the  chuich,  an  early  settler  ;ind 
(kivoted  Christian,  who  had  reiained  the  contidence  of  all 
classes  in  the  church  and  the  conunuidty.  lie  had  ^vel- 
cumed  me  with  great    heartiness  and  did  all   in  his  power 
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to  aid  nic,  iuid  I  felt  that  1  had  iti  liim  a  hclix-r  and  friend 
with  whom  I  coidd  sat<-ly  talvc  cituiicil  and  upon  whom  1 
couhl  I'ely.  J>iit  just  six  weeks  after  1  went  to  St. 
(Miarles,  Mr.  Moody  su(hlenly  sickened  and  die(L  His 
death  occurred  on  Friday,  which  l)rt)Uti,ht  his  funeral  ui)on 
th(;  Saltbalti.  It  was  attended  in  the  church  by  hir^o 
numl)ers,  soiu<!  of  wiiom  coutd  not  have  been  induced  to 
enter  I  Ik^  ciiurch  e.\c-e|)l  on  siu'ii  an  occasioi».  Tht;  inipics- 
si(in  winch  was  n»ade  l)roke  tlie  ice  and  more  than  doulded 
the  eon-re,^ation  on  Hie  nt^xt  Salthath.  Tlie  eliureii  felt 
thai  (}od  wa^  dealinu'  wilhliieiu  in  jud^nienl.  llearls 
Were  stillened,  I'sl  ran  ucmeni  s  were  i-eoiu'iied,  new  uiler- 
est  was  awakened.  'Thuslhal  whiciiin  itself  was  seem- 
in!.;ly  a  crushing-  calamit)',  was  overruled   for  i^ood. 

Another  singular  Providence  occurred  a])out  the  same 
time,  residlinu'  in  the  rcMuoviug-  of  serious  temi)orary 
ol)slach,'s.  'riuue  were;  in  tlie  cimrch  four  men  wIkj  were 
ti'uly  good  men,  hut  strong  wilU'd,  and  who  had  In-en 
es[)ecially  proiuinent  in  tlie  troubles  whicli  had  arisen. 
'I'jiey  wei'e  ai  rayed  against  each  other  and  liad  math.' 
themscdves  obnoxious  to  ol tiers  lo  sucli  a  degree  that  some 
iiad  said  ihat  tliey  would  mwei-  allend  a  church  where 
lhe\  \\(;re  present.  Thcii'  iiresence  in  the  church  ^vas  a 
Serious  oltsiach'  to  the  st't t leuieiit  of  the  dillicuhies.  Just 
before  I  went  to  St.  Charles  one  of  thcjse  men  removed  to 
Wisconsin  and  did  not  reiurn.  Soon  after  another  ^\as 
unexix'ctedl)'  called  to  Springlield  and  kei)t  aNvay  for  tlu; 
winter.      A  third  al)out  the  sami;  tiiue  had  a  severe  attack

them,  and  you  will  ha\e  all  the  old  tiouliles  ovei"  a^ain. 
I  want-  to  remain,  hut  if  \'ou  will  i;ive  me  and  ni}  family 
letters  to  the  .Meth(»dis[  Church,  we  will  lea\e  the  liehi 
clear.  Lellei's  \\ere  uiveu;  andllu  ucM  Salibalh  af(er, 
liein^  tlic  lir>I  Suhhalh  id'  ;i  new  }-ear,  a  communion  serv- 
ice- the  lirsl  for  a  loui;'  lime --was  held,  and  the  liist  con- 
vert under  my  pastorate  was  awakened  that  day,  and  soon 
iia\e  herself  to  ( 'hiisl.  It  was  I  he  hi-'^innin  ^-  of  a  precious 
i'e\  ival  which  hroUMht  inio  Ihc^  church  duriiiL!,'  the  wint^'r 
about  lifiy,  mostly  on  confession  of  faith.  All  divisions 
wei-e  healed.  'The  church  was  lai'iicl)  jncreascfl  in  iium 
])ers  and  stren^t  lu'ned  in  all  its  Work.  Kunds  were  easily 
raised  for  the  coiu|)leiioH  o\'  the  church  i)tnIdinL;-,  and  on 
the  7lh  of  Moveniber,  ISfs,  the  lirsi  anidvt'rsary  of  my 
pi-eat'hin,!;'  there,  the  l)ui[dinu-  was  dedicaled  and  1  was  in- 
Stalled  as  pasioi'.  And  fi-om  that  lime  for  t  wclve  years, 
until  1  was  drafted  awa\-  a-;ainsi  my  will  and  theirs  as 
Western  Secretary  of  the  Ameiiean  Tract  Society  at  Bos- 
ton, i  lis'edand  lal)ored  amonii' as  uood  a  people  as  any 
mall  could  dcsiic  for  a  i)aslorate.  Within  that  time  the 
two  churches  of  (Jeiieva  and  Campion  weic  oruani/ed, 
taking'  their   enlire   mend)ershi|)   fiom    this   chui'ch,  and  a

T  must  n!)t  omit  in  these  i-endnis(ten(;es  to  alhidc  to  the; 
important  relation  whieii  the  ehurehes  and  ministers  in 
the  Fox  ]\iver  Valley  sustained  at  an  early  day  to  higher 
(christian  education.  This  is  seen  in  tiic  pari  whieii  tlicy 
had  in  eslablishing- and  sustaining'  sueli  educational  in.^li 
tulions  as  th(;  K\i!:\n  Aeademw  the  Hataxia  Inslilule, 
KoeUf(»iti  Fc-niale  Seminary,  and  kindred  iu>t  ii  iii  i.ais 
wiihin  (heir  hounds,  but  nKH'e  es|ieeially  in  the  louinliim 
of  Heloit  ("olleg'c  and  ("hiea^'o  Theolo^ieal  Senunar\. 
AVheaton  Colleg(M'ame  at  a  later  day. 

Father  Clark,  of  Fl^in,  represented  this  valley  in  the 
tirst  convention  called  in  1817,  to  consider  the  ipU'stion 
whether  such  a  colleiie  as  Heloit  should  be  established;  he 
earnestly  advocated  it,  and  out  of  his  po\erty  contributed 
i^enerously  to  it.  lb-  was  hearl  ily  sustained  by  the  min- 
isiersand  churches  of  i  he  rei^ion,  who  ciMiljibuted  L;'ener- 
ously  to  its  fuiuls  and  ii,av(,*  to  it  some  of  their  clioicest 
sons.  Nearly  if  not  tpiile  all  of  the  churches  rei)resented 
in  this  club  thus  aided  in  its  esta))lishment  and  support. 
\Vhile  a  ])astor  here  1  was  (di'clcd  a  trustee  of  tlie  coUeue, 
and  as  such  havi;  been  privilcued  to  represent  U>r  I'orly 
years  these  clum-hes  in  its  IJoaid. 

'V(t  Kev.  Ste|)lieii  Pint,  when  a  pastor  at  lialaNia,  more 
than  bt  any  oilier  one  man,  hdonus  1  lu' credit  of  inau.gurat- 
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idUllu^  plan  of  cstahlisliiiii^  in  C'liicni;!)  as  acciitcVa  Con^rc;- 
i^alional  'I'lieolo^ical  Sciuiiiaiy,  wliicli  should  unite  all  llio 
('on,u;'n.'i;-ati(jnal  cliurchcs  west  of  Ohio  lo  the  Kocky  moun- 
tains in  its  .sn|)i)orl.  Thu  facts  arc  simply  these:  i'or 
scvci'al  yt.'ars  l)cf(jr(!  tlui  cslahlisliment of  Cliica^o  Thco- 
l()<^-ical  ^^cininary  llu!  important  (jucslion  of  jnov  idini^  for 
the  theological  training' of  stud(;nts  in  the  \vest  had  been 
umlcr  discussion  in  several  (juartci's,  and  an  eHorl  iiad 
heen  nuide  to  provi(h' such  t laining  in  Illinois,  Kno\  and 
Heloit  colleges.  AVhen  these  failed,  an  carnesl  elToit  was 
made  hy  Mr.  I'ret  and  olhcrs  \o  have  the  New  ."^eho.^l 
rreshyterians  and  Congregaiionalists  unite  in  tlu'  c^tab- 
lisiunent  oi  a  L'idon  Scnunary.  .Min-h  to  the  regret  of 
Mr.  Peet  this  j)roposition  was  declined  by  our  Presby- 
terian friends,  ^vho  soon  after  laid  the  coi'ner  stone  of  their 
seminaiy  at  Galena,  which  after  subse([uent  removals  was 
located  at  last  in  (Mdcago,  and  is  now  the  i)rosper(Uis 
INIcOornuck  S(3niinary. 

About  this  time  the  Congregationalists  of  .Michigan, 
under  the  lead  of  Uev.  \j.  S.  llobart,  \vere  moving  for  a 
seminary  in  Michigan.  I5ut  Mr.  IV'ct's  idea  Avas  lo  nniti; 
all  the  Congregational  churches  of  the  west  in  one  grand 
enterprise  of  cstal)lishiiig  in  a  ci-nter,  like  Chicago,  one 
Theological  Seminary  for  this  whole  region.  As  we  had 
Itecn  associati'd  together  as  1  rustces  in  l?eloit  College  in  the 
(.'(Tort  to  estalilish  a  lhet)logical  department  in  that  insti- 
t  Id  ion,  he  came  up  fi-om  l>aia\ia  to  St  Charles  in  tiic  early 
part  of   March,   1^51,  to  <'oufcr  w  ith  me  in   res[)ect    to  hi.s 
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project.     The  enlire  day  svas  six/nt  in   my  st  udy  in  coii- 

siillatioii,  and  as  a  result  \vi;  wroli;  to  seven   br(jtliren   in  j 

Illinois    and    Wisconsin,    inviting    tJieni    to    meet   lis    tuo  4 

^veeks  later  in  the  olliee  ol'  Ihe  ( ■onij,regalional   Herald  in  .       i 

Cideago  to  ('onsider  the  ])roject  of  I'ounding'  such  a  S(,'inin-  i 

ary  in  VAxivni^o  or  vicinity.     That  meeting  was  lield,  seven  ■] 

pei'sons  being  ]nestad,  and   they  were  agreetl  that  such  a  *       ! 

project  was  important  and  I'easible  and  should  ])e  entered  ' 

upon  at  an  early  day.      'riuMncet  ing  adjinirned  tor  two  or        <  "^ 

Ihiee  weeks  lo  secure  a  larger  and  wider  representation.    At 

this   second  meeting  a  c-otiuuitiee  was  ap[)(»inti'd  to  call  a 

prelinunary   cons  <ntion  ot  Congregational    ministers  and 

ehurches,  which  (.onvention  met  in  Chicago  June  1'2,  bsr)4, 

and  by  theiu  a  committee  uas  ai)pointed  from  the  states  of  "^ 

Illinois,    Michigan,    Indiana,   AVisconsin,    Iowa,    Mis.souri 

and  JMinnesota  to  mature  a  plan,  recommend  a  site,  secure 

pledges  of  funds,  etc.,  and  re])ort  tt)  a  general  con\'ention 

of  all  the  Congi'cgational   ministers  and  churches  west  of  .^. 

Ohio   lo  the    Uocky  mountains  U>  be  held  Sept.  20,  IS.")-!. 

Three  of  this  committee  (I\;et,   ('lark  and   Savage)  were 

from    the    Fox     Ui\i.'r    valley,    and    Mr.    Peet   was  also 

appointed    general   agent.     The   c(jnvention  met   in  Chi 

cago  at  the  appoint(;d  time  ;  tvfty  four  ministers  and  twenty 

dek-gates  from  tiie  churches,  representing  six:  stales,  were 

enrolled,  a  constitution  was   adopted,  the   tirst  Board    of 

Directors  were  ekn-ted,  anil  thus  was  Luil  a  permanent 

foinidatitai  for  our  beloved  seminary. 

In  this  convention  the  ¥ox  lliver  valley  was  repre-  ' 

seuted  by  twelve  ministers  and  six  delegates  -one-sixth 
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of  tlio  wliolo  nuinhcr.  Two  of  its  iivini.stcrs  were,  (slccti-tl 
charter  uieiiilxM-s  ol'  \\\v.  Hoard  of  Diroctoi's,  one  ot  wlioiii 
was  its  first  I'rcsidt'iit,  It  was  my  pi"ivilo^o  to  represent 
tlio  clnirclies  of  tliis  valK^y  as  Soci'otary  of  <'acli  of  tim 
four  coiivtviitions,  and  I  liavo  ])eeii  tiiii  Stu-rctary  of  the 
lioaid  of  |)ir('('t<)rs  thc^  hti-;^<'r  pait  of  tht^  tiini!  in  tlie 
thirty-six  yi^ai's  since  hulividuahs  liad  coiit.iihuttHl 
towards  tho  cndownKMit  <»f  the  seminary,  l»nl  the  lirr^t 
<*liureli  which  Avas  canvassed  h)r  funds  was  tliat  at  St. 
Charles,  Mr.  Pe('t  and- myself  st-eiirin;^''  in  two  d;i}'s  h>  a 
<'anvass  of  the  cnn«^'re^,'-at ion  .:f-.^'">"-  I'M^in  chnrehwas  the 
next  canvass(Hl,  they  contril)utin^'.ifj,r)()0,  and  1  think  that 
ni^arly  i^very  t-hnrch  in  the  l\>\  Hivei-  valley  from  Ottawa 
t,o  tile  Wisconsin  state  fine  confril)nted  to  our  tieloved 
seminary  1)eforo  its  iloors  were  oi)eu  for  studeuts, 

Tijo  iiiterestiiij4'  and  liij^ddy  creditabhi  fact  tliat  the 
ministers  and  churches  of  tiiis  valley  had  so  lar^e  and 
resjJonsiWe  a  part  in  1h<'-  inception  of  tliis  j^raml  enter- 
l)riso  is  my  excuse  for  ^ivin*^-  so  mucli  iu  detail  the  tii'st 
st(^[>s  taken. 

Tlie  seed  thus  early  and  L;(^nei-()usly  sown  has  yielded 
a  rich  harvest  to  tlies(i  ehiii'ehes,  in  the  lar^^e  numl)er  (jf 
their  sons  educated  foi"  the  ministry  iu  ]^eloit  Collefife  and 
01iica|>-o  Theological  Seminary  and  in  the  lar^e  nuniher 
of  ^radruites  as  ])asl()is  from  these  institutions  who  have 
served  them.
